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AN ACT concerning voter registration.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Election Code is anended by changing

Sections 4-6.2 and 5-16.2 as foll ows:

Sec. 4-6.2. (a) The county clerk shall appoint al
muni ci pal and township or road district clerks or their duly
aut hori zed deputies as deputy registrars who may accept the
registration of all qualified residents of their respective
muni ci palities, townships and road districts. A deputy
registrar serving as such by virtue of his status as a
muni ci pal clerk, or a duly authorized deputy of a rmunici pal
clerk, of a nmunicipality the territory of which lies in nore
t han one county may accept the registration of any qualified
resident of the municipality, regardless of which county the
resident, municipal clerk or the duly authorized deputy of
the municipal clerk lives in.

The county clerk shal | appoi nt al | preci nct
comm tteepersons in the county as deputy registrars who nmay
accept the registration of any qualified resident of the
county, except during the 27 days preceding an el ection.

The el ection authority shall appoint as deputy registrars
a reasonabl e nunber of enployees of the Secretary of State
| ocat ed at driver's license examnation stations and
designated to the election authority by the Secretary of
State who may accept the registration of any qualified
residents of the county at any such driver's license
exam nation stations. The appointnent of enployees of the
Secretary of State as deputy registrars shall be nade in the

manner provided in Section 2-105 of the Illinois Vehicle
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Code.
The county clerk shall appoint each of the follow ng
named persons as deputy registrars upon the witten request

of such persons:
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1. The chief librarian, or a qualified person
designated by the chief librarian, of any public library
situated within the election jurisdiction, who may accept
the registrations of any qualified resident of the
county, at such library.

2. The principal, or a qualified person designated
by the principal, of any high school, elenentary school,
or vocat i onal school situated wthin the election
jurisdiction, who nay accept the registrations of any
qualified resident of the county, at such school. The
county clerk shal | notify every pri nci pal and
vi ce-princi pal of each high school, elenentary school
and vocational school situated wthin the election
jurisdiction of their eligibility to serve as deputy
registrars and offer training courses for service as
deputy registrars at conveniently |ocated facilities at

least 4 nonths prior to every election. Principals, or

their qualified desi gnees, of secondary and vocational

school s shall request appointnment as deputy registrars

under this paragraph as coordinated by their school

district in order to ensure the availability of deputy

regi strars throughout the school district during the

first 10 school days in May of each year to encourage the

regi stration of students 18 years of age or ol der.

3. The president, or a qualified person designated
by the president, of any university, college, comunity
col | ege, acadeny or other institution of |[|earning
situated within the election jurisdiction, who may accept
the registrations of any resident of the county, at such

uni versity, col | ege, comunity college, acadeny or
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institution.

4. A duly elected or appointed official of a bona
fide |labor organization, or a reasonable nunber of
qualified nenbers designated by such official, who may
accept the registrations of any qualified resident of the
county.

5. A duly elected or appointed official of a
bonafide State civic organization, as defi ned and
determned by rule of the State Board of Elections, or
qualified nenbers designated by such official, who my
accept the registration of any qualified resident of the
county. In determ ning the nunber of deputy registrars
that shall be appointed, the county clerk shall consider
the popul ation of the jurisdiction, the size of the
organi zation, the geographic size of the jurisdiction,
conveni ence for the public, the existing nunber of deputy
registrars in the jurisdiction and their |location, the
registration activities of the organization and the need
to appoint deputy registrars to assist and facilitate the
regi stration of non-English speaking individuals. In no
event shall a county clerk fix an arbitrary nunber
applicable to every civic or gani zati on requesting
appointment of its nmenbers as deputy registrars. The
State Board of Elections shall by rule provide for
certification of bonafide State civic organizations. Such
appoi ntnents shall be nmade for a period not to exceed 2
years, termnating on the first business day of the nonth
followng the nmonth of the general election, and shall be
valid for all periods of voter registration as provided
by this Code during the terns of such appointnents.

6. The Drector of the Illinois Departnment of
Publ i c Ai d, or a reasonable nunber of enployees
designated by the Director and located at public aid

of fices, who nay accept the registration of any qualified
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resident of the county at any such public aid office.

7. The Director of the Illinois Departnment of

Empl oynent Security, or a reasonabl e nunber of enpl oyees

designated by the Director and |ocated at unenploynent

of fices, who nay accept the registration of any qualified
resident of the county at any such unenpl oynent offi ce.
8. The president of any corporation as defined by

t he Busi ness Corporation Act of 1983, or a reasonable

nunber of enpl oyees desi gnated by such president, who may

accept the registrations of any qualified resident of the
county.

If the request to be appointed as deputy registrar is
deni ed, the county clerk shall, wthin 10 days after the date
the request is submtted, provide the affected individual or
organi zation wth witten notice setting forth the specific
reasons or criteria relied upon to deny the request to be
appoi nted as deputy registrar.

The county «clerk nay appoint as many additional deputy
registrars as he considers necessary. The county clerk shal
appoi nt such additional deputy registrars in such manner that
t he conveni ence of the public is served, giving due
consideration to both population concentration and area.
Sone of the additional deputy registrars shall be selected so
that there are an equal nunber fromeach of the 2 major
political parties in the election jurisdiction. The county
clerk, in appointing an additional deputy registrar, shal
make the appointnent froma list of applicants submtted by
t he Chai r man of the County Central Commttee of the
applicant's political party. A Chairman of a County Central
Commttee shall submt a |I|ist of applicants to the county
clerk by Novenber 30 of each year. The county clerk may
require a Chairman of a County Central Commttee to furnish a
suppl enmental |ist of applicants.

Deputy registrars may accept registrations at any tinme
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other than the 27 day period preceding an election. A
persons appointed as deputy registrars shall be registered
voters within the county and shall take and subscribe to the
follow ng oath or affirmation:

"I do solemly swear (or affirm as the case may be) that
| will support the Constitution of the United States, and the
Constitution of the State of Illinois, and that | wll
faithfully discharge the duties of the office of deputy
registrar to the best of ny ability and that I wll register
no person nor cause the registration of any person except
upon his personal application before ne.

(Signature Deputy Registrar)"”

This oath shall be adm nistered by the county clerk, or
by one of his deputies, or by any person qualified to take
acknow edgenent of deeds and shall imediately thereafter be
filed with the county clerk.

Appoi ntnments of deputy registrars under this Section,
except precinct commtteenen, shall be for 2-year terns,
commenci ng on Decenber 1 following the general election of
each even-nunbered year; except that the ternms of the initial
appoi ntnents shall be until Decenber 1st foll ow ng the next
general election. Appointnents of precinct commtteenen shal
be for 2-year ternms commencing on the date of the county
convention following the general primary at which they were
el ected. The county <clerk shall issue a certificate of
appointnent to each deputy registrar, and shall maintain in
his office for public inspection a list of the nanes of al
appoi nt ees.

(b) The <county <clerk shall be responsible for training
all deputy registrars appointed pursuant to subsection (a),
at times and |ocations reasonably convenient for both the
county clerk and such appointees. The county clerk shall be

responsi bl e for certifying and supervising all deputy
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regi strars appointed pursuant to subsection (a). Deputy
regi strars appoi nted under subsection (a) shall be subject to
renoval for cause.

(c) Conpleted registration materials under the control
of deputy registrars, appointed pursuant to subsection (a),
shall be returned to the proper election authority within 7
days, except that conpleted registration materials received
by the deputy registrars during the period between the 35th
and 28th day preceding an election shall be returned by the
deputy registrars to the proper election authority within 48
hours after receipt thereof. The conpleted registration
materials received by the deputy registrars on the 28th day
preceding an election shall be returned by the deputy
registrars wwthin 24 hours after receipt thereof. Unused
materials shall be returned by deputy registrars appointed
pursuant to paragraph 4 of subsection (a), not later than the
next working day follow ng the close of registration.

(d) The county clerk shall not be required to provide
additional forns to any deputy registrar having nore than 200
registration fornms unaccounted for during the preceding 12
nmont h peri od.

(e) No deputy registrar shal | engage in any
el ectioneering or the pronmotion of any cause during the
performance of his or her duties.

(f) The county clerk shall not be crimnally or «civilly
liable for the acts or omssions of any deputy registrar.
Such deputy registrars shall not be deened to be enpl oyees of
the county clerk.
